MAREK JABLONSKI 


At age 21, Marek Jablonski was the jury's 
unanimous choice for the Grand Prize award in 
the first Jeunesses Musicales National Music 
Competition in 1961. Since then, Mr. Jablonski 
has performed throughout Canada, Europe and the 
United States (under the auspices of the Carnegie 
Hall Corporation). His New York debut in Carnegie 
Hall was with the American Symphony Orchestra 
conducted by Zubin Mehta. 


Born in Crakow, Poland, Marek Jablonski 
moved with his family to Edmonton, Alberta and 
continued his musical education which had begun 
at the Crakow Conservatory when he was 6. He 
studied with Mrs. Gladys Egbert in Calgary, at 
the Banff and Aspen summer schools and with Mrs. 
Rosina Lhevine at the Juilliard School of Music 
in New York.
